against the Hebrews because their widows were 
neglected in the daily ministration.” 
| It seems that at first the benevolent disciples 
of the Saviour who had houses or other earthly 
possessions, “sold them” as soon as they were 
converted, and “brought the prices of the things 
that were sold, and laid them atthe apostles’ feet.” 


The apostles “made distribution unto every man 
according as he had need.” This was an onerous 
and responsible work, and though they doubtless 
acted with entire impartiality, yet they did not es- | 
cape blame. Mr.Henry justly remarks,“It is the 
common fault of poor people, that instead of being 
thankful for what is given them, they are queru- 
lous and clamorous, and apt to find fault that 
more is not given them, or that more isgiven to 
others than to them, and there are envy and cov- 
etousness, those roots of bitterness, to be found 
among the poor as well as among the rich.”

Letter from Brother Dowling. 
| GREAT REVIVAL IN RHODE ISLAND. 


Dear Brotnuer Wyckorr,—It will doubtless 
be gratitying to the friends of Zion to hear that 
this good old city of Roger Williams has been 
visited during the whole of the winter with a tich 
and gracious outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 

The revival which commenced under the la- 
bors of brother Knapp in October last, so far from 
declining as soon as he left the city, (as some ex- 
ultingly predicted it would,) has proceeded with 
accelerated power, from that time to the present; 
it has extended itself into the various congrega- 
tions in the city of all evangelical denominations, 
and spread like leaven through every part of the 
State. When brother Knapp left the city in De- 
cember, it was thought the total number of the 
conversions amounted to about 400, connected 
with different congregations, Baptist, Congrega- 
tional, Methodist and Episcopal. At the present 
time the number of converts in the city cannot 
be much Jess than one thousand, of whom about 


the formet number, 400, have already, upon a 
profession of their faith, been buried with Christ 
in baptism. 

The Pine street church, under my care, has re- 
ceived 100 since the commencement of the re- 
vival, and within about two weeks the work ap- 
pears to have received a new impulse. Our 
church had dispensed with the continued evening 
meetings, aftet keeping them up for upwards of 
three months ; but the interest was so great, and 
inquirers so numerous, that we felt constrained 
to commence them again at the beginning of last 
week. Since then several have been converted, 
and we have about 50 or €0 anxious inquirers ev- 
ery evening. Thirteen related their experience 
last evening, who, together with some others, are 
to be baptized to morrow. 

INCRBASE OF APOSTOLIC BAPTISM. 


It will doubtless be pleasing to the readers of 
the Baptist Advocate, to hear that the cause of 
Scriptural baptism in this Baptist State is on the 
advance. Though scafcely any thing has been 
said of Jate on this subject, it is very hard in this 
region to make the convert believe that any thing 
besides immefsion is baptism. Even of those 
who have jomed Pwdo-baptist churches, a large 
proportion have been immersed. As proof of this 
observation I may state that during a month or 
two past, an Episcopal clergyman has immersed 
three candidates in the baptistry of the First Bap- 
tist church; the Methodists have immersed a

held every noon by these dear children. The re- 
sult was that many of the children were conver- 
ted ; and a week or two ago I was informed by a 
minister from that town, that there was hot, in 
that district, a family where some were not in- 
quiring the way to Zion but one, and that wasa 
family whete all wete converted. 


But I have already occupied too much of your 
valuable space. I can only close by saying, “The 
Lord hath done great things for us whereof we 
are glad.” “Not unto us, O Lord, but unto thy 
name be all the glory.”

What Church shall | Join? 

I lately attended a social religious meeting in 
a crowded city. The ministet was addressing 
some young persons who had recently been hope: 
fully convetted. Among other items, he urged 
on them the duty of making a public profession 
of religion in connection with some church. In 
considering the question, what denomination, or 
what church shall I join? he advised them not to 
be governed by considerations of convenience, 
but by great principles. The ptinciple which he 
presented as the one which ought to sway them in 
this matter, was, the prospect of greater useful- 
ness which one church, rather than another, might 
open before them. Where can I do the most 
good, he said, ought to be the inquiry, 

Is this, thought I, a proper direction for a min- 
ister of the gospel to give off such a subject f 
What multitudes of Christians would never be 
able to settle the question of duty, if it were to be 
settled on this priaciple! Usefulness depends on 
such a vatiety of circumstances, and is withal, 
frequently so problematical, and the claims of va- 
rious portions of the Lord’s people would so often 
clash with one another, that a young Christian’s 
mind could attain no enlightened satisfaction. 
Besides, the amount of apparent usefalness may 
not be the amount of rea/ usefulness: Nor may 
a person’s fature and ultimate usefulness be de- 
termined by his present und immediate useful- 
ness. 

Is there not a more direct and simple way of 
settling this question? I think there is; anda 
way in which a truly converted pefson, with a 
warm spirit of love and obedience to his Redeem- 
er, would be likely to do right, and to make him- 
self most subservient to the cause of religion. 
Let him consider his making a profession of reli- 
gion a matter of high duty to Christ, and carefal- 
ly inquire, by the aid of the New Testament, 
Lord, what wilt thou have me to do? Let him 
ask, What has Christ enjoitied oti believers in re- 
gard to first making known their disci ip ; and 
is what manner did the apostle proceed with those 
who gladly received the gospel? See Mark xvi. 
16, Acts it. 41, Vitis 85—B8. When a convert is 
ready to take this fitst step in public Christian pro- 
fession, the leadings of providence in regard to 
the peter chutch whieh he shall join will gen. 
erally be so plain, that he will hot need to wade 
through any perplexing inquities.—Chr.

RETURN OF THE CALEDONIA TO LIVERPOOL. 

The steamer Coledonia, which left Liverpool Feb. 4th for 
Halifax and Boston, was disabled in a tremendous gale on 
the 10th, about 1300 miles from Liverpool, in consequence 
of which she found it necessary to put back. She first 
touched at Cork, and thence 
she arrived on the 17th. 

Extract from the letter of a passenger on board the Cale. 
donia steamer, dated off Cork, 15th February : 

“For the first three days after we sailed, we got on ad. 
mirably with a fair wind, but on the morning of the 7th,

with a heavy head sea. It continued throughout the 9th. 
On the 10th, the sea was tremendous, and carried away our 


fore starboard bulwarks and ice-house ; filled the fore-cab. | 
in with water; completely washed out the passengers, whose | 
berths were in that part of the vessel, and thoroughly satur. | 


ated all the bedding, and sprung the rudder. Part of the 
after-larboard bulwarks and the iron-rail on the taffrail were 
twisted off, the wheel house damaged, and the paddle box 
partly stove in. 

“The gale continued unabated during the llth. We 
had to steer by the sails whilst endeavoring to secure the 
rudder (the main piece of which was completely twisted 
in the case,) by lashing chains round, passing iron bolts 
through it, and fixing chains over the stern. At 6 P. M., 
(11th.) being then in latitude 49 20, longitude 29 W., the 
captain and officers found it would not be safe to proceed 
on the voyage, as they were all of opinion the rudder would 
nothold together for two hours more against such a heavy 
sea. The captain therefore put her head about, for the 
purpose of running into this place for repairs. Lieutenant 
Parsons, R. N., also coincided with the captain and offi. 
cers. 

“Notwithstanding all our misfortunes,I must say the Cal. 
edonia is a most excellent sea boat, for she rode through the 
whole gale like aduck, ‘Too much praise cannot be given 
to Captain Lott for his courageous and seaman-like conduct 
through the whole storm—in fact, on all occasions; and I 
refer you to a series of resolutions you will see published, 
drawn up by the passengers, acquitting him of all blame.

Later from China. 

By the ship Venice, Capt. Perit, arrived yesterday, we 
have received accounts from Macao to the 17th of Nov, 
which is three days later than the news brought by the 
Acadia. 

We learn from Cap?. Perit, that the English were in need 
of reinforcements, before they could effeet anything further. 

The following letter was brought by the Venice to a mer. 


| cantile house in this city. 


Maco, Nov. 17th. 

We have advices from the North East Coast of China of 
the re-capture of Ningpo; there were 1500 of the Chinese 
slaughtered and scarcely any of the British; the inhabitants 
of Ningpo and its vicinity fled, making no resistance to the 
strangers. ‘The authorities at Canton were making every 
possible effort to stop the navigation of the river, and ap- 
peared to act altogether on the defensive. Of the people 
on board the Transport Nerbudda, which was wrecked, 
there were about one half of them mutdered when they 
reached the shore.—The remainder were taken by the 
Chinese and it is supposed have already met the same fate. 
The officers and crew of the British steamer Madagascar, 
which was wrecked, were taken by the Chinese, and noth. 
ing hassince been heard of them. It is supposed they 
were murdered. On account of the cold weather which 
has commenced, the British forces will not be able to march 
tu Pekin, until the ensuing spring. There has been much 
sickness and many casualties among the British, a great 
many of whom have died.
